California will not be known for some time yet. But some | 


results are already obvious. 

Thousands will be immediately thrown out of jobs. 

Many small home owners who were at least tempor- 
arily out of reach of mortgage sharks and tax collectors, 
lost their homes. 

The great majority of those injured and killed are 
workers, as the first shocks came about the time that many 
were either still at work or 
districts on the way home. Also the wor rkers living quarters 
are in most cases old structures built closely together, and 
were easily the first to tumble, creating far greater disas- | 
ter per block than in the districts of the wealthy, where 
houses are separated by lawns and are built better 

Yet the entire capitalist press is now being mobilized | 
to prove that the results of the earthquake effect all peo-. 
ple equally, that all will have to cooperate for the task 
of reconstruction. 

The capitalists of Southern California will do every- 
thing in their power to shift the burdens of the loss to even 
a greater extent on the shoulders of the workers, during 
the coming period. Some will take advantage for making 
great profits out of the situation. 

Many of those thrown out of work will most likely be 
placed on such public reconstruction and repair work as 
could get started immediately and receive the equivalent 
of what is given for relief work. 

Many companies will endeavor to make up for their 
losses by wholesale wage cuts, and speedups. 

That these will be the immediate steps is obvious from 
the preparations already being made and from experi- 
ences with previous similar cases in all countries 

There are people under the impression that this will 
increase work, and some even 
region. But we should also remember that many 
business people will be put out entirely, while others have 
no available capital for reconstruction purposes, and the 
city and county governments are likewise in a bankrupt 
condition. 

It will take a long time before the red tape is overcome 
for obtaining a significant amount of money for repairs 
and construction. 

In the meantime workers will be asked to suffer 
be patient.
